I would like to begin my report with a complement to the 
Town employees for their efforts in meeting the ever growing 
demands made on them in the performance of their appointed 
duties. 

The success of any organization depends on the people who 
serve it, and management can be only as good as those who are 
chosen to serve. In this regard, I feel that the Town of 
Farmington is well served, and that a promising future is in the 
making as a result of the cooperative spirit that I have 
witnessed between the public and private ecenes of our 
community. 

The Downtown Revitalization Project is an example of the 
tremendous achievements that can result from Town staff working 
in cooperation with motivated committees and organizations. This 
project alone will result in over two and a quarter million 
dollars worth of improvements to our downtown business district. 

Since we are a college town, I feel that fostering a close 
working relationship with the University should be a top 
priority, and that Town and school working together should 
provide a means of making the efforts of our committees 
that much more worthwhile. Parents and students alike will enjoy 
the benefits of a college committed to excellence and a Town 
that reflects that excellefice.

REPORT OF THE ASSESSOR 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 

The tax valuation for the Town of Farmington as of April l, 
1986 was $93,094,828. Most taxable properties in Farmington 
increased in valuation by at least 6%. This was an effort by the 
Town to keep valuations in line with the State of Maine's minimum 
assessing standards of 702. Farmington's net assessment for 1986 
was $2,173,771.72 or $248,432.42 over 1985's net. This 
substantial increase in the assessment resulted in an increased 
tax rate of $23.35 per thousand. 

If you are 62 or older and can out certain requirements, 
you may be eligible for the State's Elderly Tax and Rent Refund 
Program. If you should have any questions concerning this or any 
other tax related problem please let me know. 

Although I have only been in Farmington a short while, I 
have found my new position to be very enjoyable and I look 
forward to the future.

On June 18, 1986, 120 tax liens were recorded at the 
Registry of Deeds on 1985 taxes. These amounted to $46,992.28. 
There were 27 less tax liens recorded in 1986 than in 1985, which 
amounted to $17,087.68. 

During 1986, prior year's delinquent personal property taxes 
were turned over to an attorney for collection. The Town found 


this process to be quite effective.

The State receives all of 
the fees for male and female dogs. The Clerk receives $1.00 for 
each Hunting and Fishing License and each Dog License. 

In September the charge for certified copies of records was 
increased to $5.00, which resulted in a substantial increased net 
amount realized from the Town Clerk's account for a total of 
$9,445.

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PARKS AND RECREATION

To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 

1986 will long be remembered as a most significant year for 
the Farmington Recreation Department. In addition to the annual 
participation of hundreds of Townspeople and area residents in 
ongoing programs and special activities - new programs, events and 
facility improvements will forever headline the past 12 months. 

For some, 1986 was the year they became involved in one of 
our new offerings such as: Hippach Field Baseball Program, Pre- 
season Soccer Camp, Youth Self Defense, Jujutsu or Indoor 
Badminton. 

For others, it was the enjoyment they experienced at 
Farmington's best ever July 4th celebration taking in the 
Recreation Department sponsored Fishing Derby, Homerun Hitting 
Contest or Children's Penny Auction or months later showing their 
civic pride by being part of the Town's 10th Anniversary 
Celebration of Chester Greenwood Day and the "Afternoon of Maine 
Humor" show. The debut of Farmington's own "Reel of Fortune" 
gameshow during the 1986 festivities will not soon be forgotten. 

Many people will identify 1986 as the year of noticeable 
improvements to the Town's recreational facilities. At the 
Community Center, the permanent backboard's support frames were 
rebuilt to make them adjustable from the regulation height of 10 
feet to lower heights of 9 feet and 8 feet. With new snapback 
collapsible rims added for safety, players of all ages can enjoy 
our basketball facility. Three badminton courts (1 doubles, 2 
singles courts) were painted on to the gymnasium floor to give 
the badminton crowd a place to play year round. Also, the 
ceiling of the gym was repaired and repainted and new lighting 


was installed in both the mens and womens locker rooms. 
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At Hippach Field, a fundraising campaign raised $9,300. from 
local businesses and combined with a Town appropriation of 
$4,000. the Recreation Department was able to erect a new five 
foot galvanized chain link fence around Hippach's Little League 
Baseball Field. The fence, along with other improvements such as 
new dugouts, player benches, backstop, windscreens, bleachers, 
warning track, scoreboard and flag poles gave the ball park such 
a new and improved appearance it was commonly referred to as "the 
best looking little league field in the State". Another 
accomplishment at Hippach Field in 1986 was the construction of a 
new 12' x 24" multi-purpose building. This structure, which also 
has a garage area for the Rec. Department's new lawn and garden 
tractor, will serve as a Warm-up Hut for skating and Concession 
Stand for little league football and baseball programs. 

At the conclusion of 1986, the Town of Farmington received 
more good news about Hippach Field. An application for matching 
Federal funds to build a new basketball court at Hippach was 
reviewed in December and rated to be the top proposal submitted 
out of 21 from around the State. The Town was awarded a grant of 
$5,100. to supplement local funds of a like amount. Upon hearing 
this, Farmington businessman Richard Bjorn generously offered to 
donate the amount of the local monies necessary to secure the 
Federal funds. Pending Town Meeting approval in 1987, Hippach 
Field should have another new recreation facility by summer. 

Also planned for 1987 at Hippach is the loaming and seeding of a 
landfill area adjacent to the basketball court which will serve 
as a volleyball/badminton area, purchase of materials for the 
relocation of the skating rink, construction of a new flying 
saucer design playground structure and refilling the "skinned" 
infield area of the park's major league baseball field. 


Two other events netted considerable amounts’of money for 
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worthy causes in 1986, The Aerobic Fitness class volunteers 
raised $4,628. in a statewide Dance for Heart fundraiser bringing 
their 4 year total to $15,613. and the 7th Annual Pitch, Hit & 
Run Contest sponsored by Farmington Burger King realized 

$3,942. for the needs of several local Little League and Farm 
League baseball teams. 

Financially in 1986, Community Center tenants, assorted 
building rentals and 22 Recreation Department programs generated 
$50,541. of which $34,196. went into Town coffers. 

On behalf of my assistant Ed Luker, our program directors 
and volunteer coaches, I wogild like to thank all who supported 
the Farmington Recreation Department and helped make 1986 a very 
memorable year.

REPORT OF THE AMBULANCE SERVICE 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 

The past year of 1986 has seen many changes within our 
company. We developed the new management positions of Base 
Manager, Director of Operations, and General Manager. We 
purchased and constructed a 1986 Toyota Ambulance, as far as we 
know, the first of its kind in the nation. We believe that this 
ambulance will be a new concept in economy and comfort in patient 
transport. 

As we mentioned last year, three of our people were 
advancing to the critical care level. They have all successfully 
completed this training, and as of January 13, 1987, Jan 


Brinkman, Conley Gould, and Sheila Landry will be starting the 
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Paramedic Training Program through Tri-County Emergency Medical 
Services in conjunction with Central Maine Medical Center in 
Lewiston. This course will consist of 150 hours of intense 
training in these areas - Trauma, OB/GYN, and Medical 
Emergencies. Upon their completion of this program, all of our 
full-time staff will be at the Paramedic level.- This is the 
highest level of pre-hospital care available in Maine and in New 
England. We are very proud of the level of care we are able to 
provide to our residents. We will continue to offer you the very 
best pre-hospital emergency and transfer care available anywhere. 

In the last year we responded to 1,158 calls, which can be 
broken down into for different categories: Emergency Transports 
-518; Routine Transports - 448; Emergency Transfers - 81; Public 
Relations or No Transport - 1ll. 

This last year it was necessary to increase our subsidies 
from $3.25 to $3.75 per capita for many reasons. In the last 
four years, Medicare has not increased the amount that we are 
allowed to bill for our services. We have lost revenue from a 
decrease in transfers since Franklin Memorial Hospital purchased 
a CT scanner; and maintaining Advanced Life Support Equipment and 
personnel is an evergrowing cost. We have put together an infor- 
mation sheet for you to help you to understand. the need for the 
subsidy. This information will be available with your Town 
Report... 

I would like to thank all of my crew for the diligent work 
and the long hours they have put in over the last year. It is 
much appreciated. 

As manager of Keegan Ambulance, I thank you for your 
continued support.

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REPORT OF THE FARMINGTON POLICE DEPARTMENT 


_To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 

A total of 4,902 calls and complaints were handled by the 
department in 1986. This is a decrease of 606 over last year. 
Domestic complaints show the largest decrease followed by dog and 
bad check complaints. There also was a small decrease in the 
number of thefts reported. The largest increase was noted in 
burglaries, followed by drug and vandalism reports. The number 
of accidents also showed a small increase. There was one fatal 
accident this year. Total estimated damage for all accidents was 
well over $200,000. with 71 of these accidents having personal 
injuries. In May, the department started using the new computer. 
Although we have not progressed as fast as I would like, it is 
plain to see what a big help it will be to us when it is in full 
swing. Myself and the officers are working on a new work 
schedule that would give the Town more police coverage in the 
early evening hours and night time. With the increasing 
businesses being constructed on the Wilton Road, more time is 
having to be spent on this road doing security checks. 

As we look back on 1986, there are some things to be very 
thankful for. In June one of our officers had to use his weapon 
to protect himnself and had to take a man's life. In September 
another officer, while making an arrest, sustained a serious back 
injury, which required surgery and has not been able to return to 
work. Both officers could have been lost and unable to return to 
work. 

Each year I have asked for help from the citizens in report- 
ing things that look suspicious. Because this is happening we 
have had some success and I would like to ask again that you keep 


up the good work. 
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In closing I would like to thank all of my officers for 
their continued dedication and support this past year. I would 
also like to thank the Franklin County Sheriff's Department and 
all of the law enforcement agencies for assisting us during this 


past year.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 

The Farmington Conservation Commission (F.C.C.) completed 
its 15th year of existance in 1986. The F.C.C. attempts to 
safeguard the Town's natural resources and to make Farmington a 
safer and more aesthetically pleasing place to live. The F.C.C. 
has eight members, and like most volunteer groups, we're always 
looking for more. Here follows a brief overview of 1986 for the 
_*F«.C.C. 

The F.C.C. planted trees at St. Joseph's School and at the 
Hippach Field. The Hippach Field also saw brush removal work by 
the S.A.D. #9 Forestry Department. Plans are in the works for 
more work at Hippach. In case no one's noticed, thanks to the 
work of many groups and individuals, Hippach Field is becoming a 
first class recreation area. 

Our part-time summer worker pruned many trees around Town. 
This position is again vacant this summer. Anyone looking for 
some part-time work should inquire at the Town Office, or see 
F.C.C. Chairman Wayne Hoar. The part-time worker put much effort 
into the Robert Edgett Memorial Nursery, which is in excellent 
condition. 

Since last Spring, the F.C.C.'s "Free Tree" program has 
given away 41 trees to local citizens. These trees have grown 
too large for our nursery and must be removed for younger 
arrivals. Many more are available this year. Species include 
green ash, silver maple, white pine, spruce, white birch, and 
others. See your local F.C.C. member or call the Town Office to 
reserve yours. 

In 1985, the F.C.C. decided to take a positive approach to 


promoting community betterment, Each year we award an 
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individual/business which is outstanding in their efforts to 
improve the natural environment of Farmington. This years 
"Farmington Outstanding Conservation Award" was presented to Dr. 
John Mudge for his many years of volunteer service to Farmington, 
Be warned! The F.C.C. is watching you, and you may be singled 
out for your Town betterment activities. 

In 1986, Farmington was again awarded the "Tree City U.S.A." 
award on Arbor Day by the National Arbor Day Foundation. This 
was the eighth year we have received this award. Events are 
being planned at Hippach Field for Arbor Day 1987. More on this 
later. 

The Old Dump Plantation is in good shape thanks to some spot 
replanting and weed control by F.C.C. members. Next time you're 
driving by the Old Dump on Route #43, slow down, and take a look. 

Speaking of dumps, the Landfill and recycling have been the 
topic of several meetings. The F.C.C. is trying to find ways to 
promote recycling. Our present Landfill is going to be full as 
early as 5 - 8 years. Any solution to the Town's solid waste 
problems will be painful and costly. Please do what you can to 
promote recycling at your home and work place. Sure it's a pain, 
but so are the costs of a new Landfill/incinerator/trash truck- 
ing. 

The F.C.C. hosted a regional meeting on Groundwater 
Contamination or LUST (leasing underground storage tanks). The 
Maine Department of Environmental Protection and the Maine 
Association of Conservation Commissions presented details on 
these ticking time bombs. A local survey is being considered to 
locate past and present underground tanks before they explode 
into a problen.

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REPORT OF THE FARMINGTON SWIM PROGRAM 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 

The Farmington Swim Program had 226 students enrolled this 
summer from June 16 to August 15. This was an increase of 16 
students from last summer. 

During the regular sessions, enrollment was as follows: 135 
in Beginners, 36 in Advanced Beginner, 16 in Intermediate and 17 
in Swimmer. One hundred and two students passed their require- 
ments in their respective classes. Classes were cancelled twice 
for the whole day and twice for a half day. This was a good 
record considering the number of rainy days there were, 

Again this summer, the students of the Farmington Swim 
Program were invited to Kineowatha Park in Wilton to compete with 
three other teams and experience competitive swimming. Many 
students from our program attended and a few won ribbons. I 
would like to thank those parents who also attended and provided 
rides for our swimmers. Our staff this year included two new 
faces, Susan Davis as assistant director and Jeff Wells as an 
instructor. Returning this year to the Swim Program was Bethany 
Hall and myself. Rounding out the staff were volunteers Kym 
Black and Beth Knight and aides Andrea Condit, Sherie Viles, and 
Jennifer Collins. Their efforts did not go unrecognized and I 
hope they will continue their interest in the Swim Program. 

One significant purchase was made this year. Six new 
kickboards were ordered but were not received in time for this 
summer, but will be put to good use next summer.

REPORT OF THE SEWER DEPARTMENT 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 

In February of 1986, the Town of Farmington Treatment Plant 
suffered probably the worst flood in its 14 year history. 
Portions of the perimeter fence were flattened by ice and water. 
The sludge holding tank was also damaged as was one cross country 
manhole which was up-ended and taken downstream with the current 
of the flood. A number of smaller, costly incidents that were 
related to the flood also occured. 

Another project that was at least anticipated was the 
renovation of NO. 1 oxidation ditch, which was in dire need of 
repair. The top portion of the concrete in the oxidation ditch 
has been replaced with stronger concrete and widened to 10 inchs 
instead of the 5 inchs that it was originally. The new structure 
has been strengthened with ample reinforcing steel where the old 
one had almost none. We hope to do the other oxidation ditch in 
1987. 

Unexpected construction from the 1986 flood had to be done 
on the existing sludge holding tank as the concrete floor was 
lifted and tilted and the side sections had buckled somewhat from 
the water pressure. The sludge holding tank floor was completely 


undermined and the gravel base had washed away. The oxidation 
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ditch and sludge holding tank construction was designed and built 
by Ronald Greenwood and his son Russell. 

Another unexpected expense in 1986 was the expense of a new 
motor and parts for the Vintage 1952 Army Truck we renovated for 
sludge spreading. We now have a new site for disposal of sludge 
and our old one is up for renewal, [If it is not approved we will 
have to transport the sludge a further distance aways 

We have acquired a new Enmet Tritector for detection of 
explosive gases, hydrogen sulfide and oxygen difusing. [It is 
designed for use in confined spaces and is accessible to the Fire 
Department and the Highway Department if needed. 

In 1986 we had 6 new hookups to the system bringing the 
total up to 920. The Town has also taken over a pump station at 
Sunny Hill Subdivision. We now maintain 10 pump stations 
compared to 3 in 1973. 

Our average B.0O.D. was 14 MG/L and had a 94% removal rate 
while our average daily flow was 214,000 G.P.D. and our total 
flow was: 76 million GlPsD. 

I would like to thank the University of Maine and S.A.D. #9 
for their help at times and encourage the public to stop by for a 
tour of their plant.

REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Farmington, [I hereby submit my 
annual report for the year 1986, 


Another year has passed with over 200 calls for assistance.

Starting in January with the Tom Williams farm on Route 27 then 
the Larry Tracy home on the Seamon Road in February. March saw 
three severe structure fires; namely, the Luce house on Lower 
Main Street, Sweetser's Mill on Route #43, and the Kolreg mobile 
home on the back Temple Road. In May the Robert Hunter home by 
the green bridge in Farmington Falls was destroyed. These were 
the most serious of the structure fires, resulting in over 
$200,000. damage. 

Other calls to the Fire Department were chimney fires (41), 
vehicle fires (8), accidents and/or extrication calls (12), grass 
& wood (8), debris & dump, tires (16), false alarms or alarm 
malfunctions (15), smoke, stove and furnace problems (14), 
electrical related (6), spills and vapons (10), cellar pumping 
(13), and service calls (15). 

During the flood in January, the Fire Department with boats, 
rescued 4 people stranded at the Dinner and 7-11. 

The Fire Department has received mutual aid several times 
this year, and also have responded to our neighboring Towns 
several times. The most serious and destructive out of Town fire 
this year was the Davis Farm in September. 

Several inspections of apartment houses, businesses, 
chimneys and other buildings have been made and will continue. 

In the not to distant future, the Town should consider some 
full-time firemen to adequately perform the needed inspections, 
vehicle maintenance, pre-planning and record keeping. 

Fire Prevention Programs have been carried out in the 
community, at the fire station and the elementary schools under 
the direction of Assistant Chief S. Clyde Ross and several fire 
fighters demonstrated equipment. Again, I wish to express my 
thanks to the personnel of S.A.D. #9 for granting time off from 


teaching duties to accomplish these programs, 
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In reading the report of the training officer, you will see 
that an extensive in-service training program is being carried 
out by our several qualified instructors, The firemen, with 
money they earned from the Fair Booth and Chicken Barbecue, 
purchased a new Poseidon Air Compressor to fill the Cascade Air 
System used in filling air bottles for self contained breathing 
apparatus. This new compressor replaces an older, outdated model 
and fills air bottles to the desired pressure quicker and more 
accurately. Six hundred and seventy-two air bottles were filled 
from January through December, 

On behalf of the Fire Department, I wish to thank Police 
Chief Smith and the Farmington Police Department for their 
support in handling traffic and with investigations, also the 
citizens of Farmington for supporting our efforts, needs and 


programs.

FIRE DEPARTMENT TRAINING REPORT FOR 1986 


1986 saw no particular changes in the training sessions held 
at the Fire Department. As in past years, the importance of 
training, familiarity with standard equipment and new purchases, 
maintaining one's skill and competency levels and adjusting to 
new fire attack techniques have been stressed to the older 
members and our new recruits. The length of the training 
sessions have been varied, some one hour and others up to three 
hours. 


Topics covered during the 1986 sessions were Self Contained 
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Breathing Apparatus, Draft and Relay Pumping, C.P.R. Refresher, 
practice with the extrication tool and Car Fire Suppression, 
Ground Ladders and Aerial Ladder uses, Job Safety, Class "B" 
Burn, Rural Hitch and Fire Ground Survival. The latter three 
sessions were held in conjunction with over continuing Mutual Aid 
Training. New Sharon was the host for these sessions. 
Instructors for several of our schooling sessions have come from 
our own qualified personnel. Previous reports will indicate when 
and where these people received their credentials. 

Forceable Entry and Fire Suppression tactics received much 
attention this past year as new methods and improved safety 
practices have been stressed. [Injuries sustained in other 
departments across the nation in the above procedures have 
prompted reviews and new approaches. Hopefully we can keep 
abreast of these methods of improved attack. 

This year there were no department members attending the 
Fire Academy. Also there was no Franklin County Fire Attack 
School held as had been the practice in previous years. 

As in past years, the Fire Department has held training 
sessions with Keegan Ambulance Service and the University of 
Maine at Farmington. These sessions are well attended and are 
very beneficial to the organization involved. 

The Fire Department Benevolent Association purchased a new 
air compressor and the members have been instructed in the proper 
procedures for filling S.C.B.A. tanks. This new equipmenmt has 
made it possible to fill our air supply containers more 
efficiently. 

The Captain No-Burn Fire Prevention Program was again 
presented in the local elementary schools, grades 1 thru 5. This 
year 478 students participated in the instruction as did their 


teachers. The department's Training Committee has worked very 
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hard to continue this valuable program with our young people. 
Lastly, I again wish to thank the fire instructors, fire 
fighters and the citizens of Farmington for their comtinued 


support of the training programs.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF CIVIL EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen, and Citizens of Farmington: 


The 1986 calander year was fortunately once again a 
delightfully uneventful year for Farmington C.E.P.. This doesn't 
mean that we weren't busy, just that we had no major floods or 
other natural or man-made disasters to respond to. Since our job 
is to be prepared, however, we maintained a high level of 
readiness in both emergency health assistance and communications. 

A great deal of time was spent this year, and will be spent 
in the coming years, filling out massive amounts of Federal and 
State generated paperwork. Civil Defense has once again taken on 
new meaning to the bureaucrats, and accountability seems to be 
the watchword. This new trend is not at all unwelcome, but the 
additional work can sometimes be frustrating. 

The director has, as usual, been involved in consultation 
with individuals who require specific information relevant to 
flooding, hazardous waste, nuclear energy, and other assorted 
topics that C.E.P. is knowledgeable about. The largest project 
this year was a combined project on Hazardous Materials being 
conducted for International Paper and James River Otis. This 


project is still underway but will hopefully be completed this 
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year. We have also been involved in attempting to mitigate bank 
erosion and collapse of a Farmington Falls house into the Sandy 
River before it happens, similar to the Hine case of several 
years ago. 

Farmington C.E.P. is boosting radiological monitering 
awareness and capabilities in light of renewed interest in 
problems dealing with use and misuse of radioactive matter. We 
will continue to conduct appropriate planning and exercising for 


our Town, and look forward to serving you in the coming year.

REPORT OF THE COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 

Farmington's plans for renovating its downtown became a 
reality in May of 1986 with the award by .the State Planning 
Office of a Community Development Block Grant in the amount of 
$810,000. This was the culmination of much work and support on 
the part of: the Citizen's Advisory Committee, downtown 
business, property and utility owners, development consultants, 
and townspeople at large who approved the Town commitment at the 
1985 Town Meeting. 

This is a “two year" project, with a duration of 30 months, 
beginning in July 1986 and ending December 1988. Within the area 
bounded by Anson/Park Streets (north), Academy Street (south), 
High Street (east), and Front/Pleasant Streets (west), the 
following improvements are planned: 

- Renovation of 16 business and 12 building facades 


- Complete reconstruction of Main Street and Broadway, 
including sidewalk and curbing 


Ze 


- Municipal parking lot reconstruction and construction of 
a new lot on Front Street 


- New water mains, storm drainage system, and sewer 
improvements 


- Acquisition, renovation and sale of property to eliminate 
retail vacancy 


The project budget totals $2,284,894, with these funding sources: 


- Community Development Block Grant $810,000. 
- Maine Dept. of Transportation $525,000. 
- Private (business and property owners) $491.250, 
- Town of Farmington $277,644. 
- Farmington Development Corporation $100,000, 
- Farmington Village Corporation $46,000. 
- Central Maine Power $35,000. 


The program budgets are as follows: 


- Street Reconstruction $693,575. 
- Sidewalks/Curbing $731,283, 
- Storm Drainage $161,456. 
- Water Facilities $174,094. 
- Parking $117,305. 
- Businesses/Building $869,381. 
- Electrical Facilities $37,800. 


Program activities began with the State Planning Office 
signing the contract with the Town in June and my being hired in 
July. Funds were released to the Town in August after completion 
of environmental review. 

In September, Chris Glass was contracted as architect for 
building facades and the Maine Department of Transportation 
(M.D.O.T.) completed field surveys for street reconstruction. In 
October C.E. Fuller & Assoc. was contracted as engineer for 
public facilities work. By November M.D.0.T. had done 


preliminary plans and profiles for Main Street and Broadway 
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reconstruction, and C.E. Fuller had completed field surveys for 
parking lot and storm drain construction. 

By the end of 1986, three loans had been approved from the 
program's Revolving Loan Fund and two facade grants had been 
awarded, thereby getting business improvements underway. 

During the next two years, our staff and engineers plan on 
making every effort to minimize disruption to downtown 
businesspeople, shoppers, property owners and tenants. But some 
inconvenience is unavoidable, and keeping the end result in mind 
will hopefully make the process more tolerable. 

I would like to thank the members of the C.D. Advisory 
Committee, C.D. Loan/Grant Review Board, Board of Selectmen, Town 
personnel and all others who have helped in the start up of this 
project.

Notes to the Financial Statements 
For the Year Ended December 31, 1986 


I, Financial Reporting Entity 


For financial reporting purposes, in conformance with N.C.G.A. Statement 3, 
the Town of Farmington includes all funds, account groups, and authorities 
that are controlled by or dependent on the Town's executive or legislative 
branches. (The Manager or the Council respectively). Control by or depending 
on the Town was determined on the basis of budget adoption, taxing authority, 
outstanding debt secured by Revenues or General Obligations of the Town. 
Obligations of the Town to finance any deficits that may occur or receipt of 
significant subsidies from the Town based on the Foregoing criteria. The 
following organization is included in the Town's annual report: 


The Town's Sewer System 


I]. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town conform to generally accepted accounting 
principles as applicable to governments. The following is a summary of the 
more significant policies. 


A. Basis of Presentation 


The financial transactions of the Town are recorded in individual funds and 
account groups. The various funds and account groups are reported by type 
in the financial statements. 


The Town uses the following fund categories, fund types, and account groups. 
Governmental Funds 


General Funds - To account for all financial resources except those required 
to be accounted for in another fund. The general fund is the Town's operat- 
ing fund. 


Special Revenue Fund - To account for the proceeds of specific revenue 
sources (Other than special assessments, expendable trusts, or major 
capital projects) that are legally restricted to expenditures for specified 
purposes. 


Capital Projects Funds - To account for Financial Resources to be used for 
the acquisition of equipment or construction of major capital facilities 


ae than those financed by proprietary, special assessment, and trust 
funds). 
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Il. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies (Continued): 
A. Basis of Presentation (Continued 
Proprietary Funds 


Enterprise Funds - Enterprise Funds are used to account for operations (a) 
that are financed and operated in a manner similar to private business 
enterprises, where the intent of the governing body is that the costs 
(expenses, including depreication) of providing goods or services to the 
general public on a continuing basis be financed or recovered primarily 
through user charges; or (b) where the governing body has decided that 
periodic determination of revenues earned, expenses incurred, and/or net 
income is appropriate for capital maintenance, public policy, management 
control, accountability, or other purposes. 


The Sewer Department of the Town is the only Enterprise Fund the Town main- 
tains. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust and Agency Funds - To account for assets held by the Town in a 
trustee capacity or as an agent for individuals, private organizations, 
other governments, and/or other funds. These include expendable trust, 
nonexpendable trust, pension trust, and agency funds. 


Account Groups 


General Long-Term Obligations - To account for all long-term obligations 
of the Town, except those accounted for in proprietary, special assessment, 
and trust funds. 


General Fixed Assets - The Town maintains records of its general fixed 
assets, of which land and buildings are valued at assessed value, equipment 
at insured value and vehicles at cost. 


B. Basis of Accounting 

Governmental, expendable trust, and agency funds are accounted for on the 
modified accrual basis of accounting. Governmental and expendable trust fund 
revenues are recognized when received in cash except those accruable, which 
are recorded as receivables when measurable and available to pay current- 
period liabilities. Such revenue items are property taxes, and reimbursable- 
type grants. Expenditures are recognized on the accrual basis with the 
following exceptions that are in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles: General long-term obligations principal and interest are reported 
only when due, prepaid items are reported as current-period expenditures, 
rather than allocating costs to the periods when the items are used, and cost 
of accumulated unpaid vacation and sick leave are reported in the period oh 
and payable rather than in the period earned by employees. 
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Il. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies (Continued) 


B. Basis of Accounting (Continued) 


Proprietary, nonexpendable trust, and pension trust funds are accounted for 
on the accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized in the 
period earned and expenses are recognized in the period incurred. Proprietary 
funds; unbilled services receivable are recognized as revenue at year end. 


C. Budgetary Accounting 


An operating budget is adopted each fiscal year for the General and Special 
Revenue Funds on the same modified accrual basis used to reflect actual 
revenues and expenditures. Town budgetary control is exercised at the 
department level. 


D. Investments 


Investments are stated at cost. 


E. Depreciation 


Depreciation is charged to operations of proprietary, nonexpendable trust, 
and pension trust funds over the fixed assets' estimated useful lives using 
the straight-line method. The following lives are used: 


Treatment Plant 83 years 


F. Grants and Other Intergovernmental Revenues 


Federal Grants and assistance awards made on the basis of entitlement periods 
are recorded as intergovernmental receivables and revenues when entitlement 
occurs. Federal reimbursement-type grants for the acquisition of fixed assets 
of proprietary fund types are recorded as intergovernmental receivables and 
contributed capital when the related expenditure occurs. All other federal 
reimbursement-type grants are recorded as intergovernmental receivables and 
revenues when the related expenditures/expenses are incurred. 


G. Interfund Transactions 


During the course of normal operations the Town has numerous transactions 
between funds, including expenditures and transfers of resources to provide 
services, construct assets, and service debt. The accompanying financial 
statements generally reflect such transactions as operating transfers. 
Operating subsidies are also recorded as operating transfers. The classifi- 
cation of amounts recorded as subsidies, advances, or equity contributions 
is determined by Town management. 
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III. Fund Balance and Retained-Earnings Deficit 


At December 31, 1986, the Enterprise Fund had the following retained earnings 
deficit: 


Sewer Fund Unreserved $ 68,287.70 


The above deficit will be eliminated by either future appropriation of the 
Town's revenues or increased user charges. At December 31, 1986, contributed 
capital of the Sewer Enterprise Fund exceeded its accumulated retained earn- 
ings deficit. 


IV. Property Taxes 


The Town's property tax was levied on July 22, 1986, on the assessed valuation 
of property location in the Town as of April 1, 1986. Assessed values are 
established annually by the Town at an estimated 95% of current market value. 
Real estate property in the Town for the 1986 levy was assessed at 
$72,732,240.00 and personal property taxes at $20,362,588.00. These represent 
95% of estimated current value. The Town's operating tax rate is currently 
.2335 mills. Taxes are due on October 30, 1986 and are delinquent after that 
date. Receivables, estimated to be collectible subsequent to the sixty day 
period, are reflected as deferred revenues.

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VII. Accumulated Unpaid Employee Benefits 


Annual vacation leave based in continuous service shall be computed at the 
rate of one twelfth (1/12) of two weeks, per month, for all regular full-time 
employees. Upon completion of five (5) years of service, vacation shall be 
computed at the rate of one (1) day per month. Upon completion of ten (10) 
years of services, vacation shall be computed at the rate of one and one-half

Vacation leave shall begin to accrue at the end of the first full month of 
employment, but no full-time employee shall be allowed a full vacation leave 
until said employee has completed one (1) full year's service.
